TIVIIE What does your company's retirement plan provide for you? Many business 


men have only a hazy idea of their retirement benefits and what they are en- 
OWRER titled to as individuals—and they tend to overlook entirely the question of 
“tax treatment” of this income. 


Pension plans vary widely from company to company and their provisions 
often can be changed by the employer at any time. So if you aren't too sure 
how your plan works, you should consult the company’s personnel or employee 
benefits experts. Three important points to check are these: 


1. Precisely what is your company’s normal retirement age—60, 65 or maybe 
68? The trend among many concerns in recent years has been to lower the 
normal retirement age for their executives. And what is the earliest age at which 
you can retire? Do you need company approval for early retirement? (This 


point comes as a surprise to many executives. )

2. Do you have “vested” rights in your pension? In other words, do you have 
a right to a certain limited pension when you reach retirement age even if 
you are no longer with the company at that time? Vesting provisions have 
been added to many plans in the past two or three years, and can make a big 
difference in an executive's retirement plans, especially if he changes jobs. The 
exact terms vary from plan to plan, but they generally provide that after an 
employee reaches a certain age, say 45, and after a certain length of service, 
say 15 years, he is entitled to a pension (though not at full rate) when he 


reaches normal retirement age. 


3. What will your pension amount to at retirement age—assuming a reason- 
able salary curve? This information will help you in your tax planning. And 
if your plan is contributory, how much money will you have contributed by 
the time you retire? (Most contributory pension plans are set up so that if you 
leave before normal retirement. you get your money back—plus interest. ) 


One warning: Few companies guarantee pensions to their employees. Though 
it rarely happens, you should be aware that most plans permit a company to 
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terminate or reduce benefits at any time. 


As for tax treatment, here are the general rules: 


© On a “qualified” (approved by the Internal Revenue Service) non-contribu 
tory pension plan: If you get your pension within one year of retirement in 
a lump sum, you are taxed at the capital gains rate—maximum 25‘. If you 
get lifetime payments, you pay ordinary income tax yearly. 

e On a “qualified” contributory pension plan: If you get a lump sum. you 
pay capital gains tax on the part contributed by the company. For installment 
payments, the Internal Revenue Service has some fairly complicated formulas 
to calculate the part of your pension benefits contributed by the company and 
therefore subject to ordinary income tax. 

e On a “qualified” deferred compensation profit-sharing plan: If you get 
a lump sum, you pay capital gains on the whole amount; lifetime installments 
are taxed as ordinary income. 


Another Warning: If a plan is not qualified by the Treasury. lump sum benefits are

taxed at the ordinary income rate—you miss out on the lower capital gains 
rate enjoyed by approved plans. 


There's been a rash of news lately about health insurance for the 65-and- 
over age group—for example, the much advertised “65-Plus” hospitalization 
plan. If you’re close to retirement age, these special new insurance contracts 
may look appealing, despite their limited dollar benefit. But you'll want to 
examine the pros and cons. 


If your company's group policy can be converted so that it covers you 
on an individual basis after retirement, you'll have about as much or more 
coverage as you would get under one of the new 65-and-over plans. (Conversion 
in the past has been very limited, except with Blue Cross; now similar outfits 
are being pressed to extend group coverage to retirees. ) 


But if you can't convert (or your company has no group plan) you may 
want to consider the new types of policies. Some of the large life insurance 
companies, like Prudential, now offer guaranteed renewable health coverage 


provided you are not yet over 60, or in some cases 65, and are in good 


health when you sign up. 

Or, if you are over 65, some other companies—such as Chicago's Continental 
Casualty, and Mutual of Omaha—will accept you for coverage, even without 
health examination. 


Both types of policies are non-cancelable, despite the number or amount 
of individual claims, Their big drawback—at least for the upper bracket per- 
son who would be apt to run up higher medical bills than average—is that 
they fall short of eliminating the financial pain of a hospital stay. 

For example, take Continental’s 65-Plus plan: It provides hospitalization 
costs up to $10 a day for 31 days per confinement, $100 maximum for hos- 
pital fees, and $200 maximum surgical. Cost: $78 a year for one person. 

But if your after-retirement income will be high, you may make out better 
if you pay your own medical expenses and then take your allowed tax deduc- 
tion. Under revised tax laws, if either you or your wife are 65 or over, you 
can deduct all your medical costs—not just those in excess of 3% of adjusted 


gross income.

More Car Dealers Offer Leasing 


(CCAR LEASING BY AUTO DEALERS is on the upswing 
ill over the country, and it’s now getting an added 
uush from car manufacturers, Leasing companies 
ire jumping on the bandwagon, too. 

Chrysler ¢ orp has set up a complete car dealer 
easing department with a full-time director. Ford 
ind Studebaker-Packard are encouraging dealers to 
vet into leasing. General Motors. so far, is neutral 
But at American Motors, one spokesman says:

te in the leasing area 
leasing companies aren't sitting idly by. 
\t least three national leasing companies 
re signing up dealers as fran hised licensees for 
ental and leasing operations. There are reports that 
veral regional leasing companies are following 


the same pattern 


What's in it for dea‘ers? Dealer and auto manu 
facturer thinking is that with a profitable car- 
leasing business, the auto merchant also gets the 
benefit of a controlled volume of service business 
moving through his shop each month, in addition 
to the business he normally receives from individual 
il buying customers This enables the car dealer 
to operate his shop more efficiently and at a more 
constant level. It brings back to the shop many 
customers, he might lose if he sells to the individual 


buyer or to a leasing company at a $75 mark-up 


What's in it for fleet operators? That depends 
on the type of fleet, and whether leasing is the an 
swer for a particular operation. (For more on the 
pros and cons of leasing, see special 8-page report. 
FO, April "59, pp 95-62.) Chief advantage of the 
dealer set-up is its localized character. This is 
especi illy true of the operator with a fleet scattered 
ill over the L. S.—with only a few cars in each 
irea or region. He may be able to work out deals 
with local outlets at better rates and better servic 
ing arrangements than he could get from a national 
leasing outfit which may have its nearest office 
several hundred miles from a salesman’s district 

Like other leasing arrangements, of course, the 
dealer plan releases capital funds, eliminates inter 
est and carrying charges. The fixed monthly or 
nnual charge enables the operator to budget al- 
most down to the dollar his total fleet costs—and 
they re tax deductible. There are also considerable 
savings in record keeping. 

The dealers will offer both of the main types of 
car-leasing plans: the trust (or financing plan) 
under which the lessee assumes all responsibility 
lor maintenance and, as a rule, carries his own in- 
surance; and the full maintenance plan, where the 


leasing fee covers everything except gasoline, motor 


oil, washing and storage. 


Greater flexibility offered by dealer leasing may 
also permit more precisely tailored plans. For in- 
stance, the average dealer will be able to lease 
medium and high-priced cars for highly paid execu- 
tives. This is another way of improving an execu- 
tive’s financial position with his company. A pay 
increase of $5,000 might net him very little after 
his personal taxes. But if the company leases for 
him a Cadillac, Lincoln or Chrysler, he gains a 
car in line with his prestige—and without taxes. 


lhe company also gains a tax advantage. 


Dual exhaust systems appear to be the victims 
of increased public interest in fuel economy and 
the gradual switch back to six-cylinder engines. 
(nother factor is the recent styling trend toward 
hiding the exhaust pipes beneath the rear of the 
car. So far in 1959, only 16% of cars produced 
have dual exhausts, compared with more than 25‘; 
in 1958. 


Single or dual, the problem of muffler rustout 
continues to be a growing headache, despite im- 
proved muffler designs and material. Ted Ulmer. 
vice president of AP Parts Corp., producer of re- 
placement exhaust systems, says this is due to high 
hp. modern fuels and short-trips. Here's why: 

e Each time a gallon of gas is burned it produces 
more than a gallon of acid-impregnated wate 
vapor, which passes through the exhaust system. 
Moisture condenses and corrosion begins. 

e High-horsepower engines have cooler exhaust 
gases, so they condense more easily in the mufflers. 
e Today's fuels produce much stronger acids be- 
cause of their chemical make-up. 

e Short-trip driving prevents muffler chambers 
from getting hot enough to keep moisture in a 
vaporous state so it will be expelled.

RATED REFRIGERATED TRAILERS are about to become 
: reality. The first of several rating stations is to 
be established soon at the Budd Company in Phila- 
delphia, where manufacturers can have prototypes 
of each model tested. Methods used for testing have 
been developed by the National Bureau of Stand- 
ards, together with the Truck-Trailer Manufacturers 
(ssn., and the Department of Agriculture. 

(ll trailers built to the same specifications as the 
tested prototype will bear a rating plate. Quality 
control will be maintained by means of a simple 
hut accurate pressure test to reveal air leakage rate. 
his will involve the application of slight pressure 
within the trailer and observing the amount of air 
in cubic feet per minute. If this varies from the 

norm” established by the tested trailer, the areas 

in which leaks occur must be found. Significant 
changes, such as addition of meat rails, side doors, 
underfloor rather than nose-mounted refrigeration 
units, or any other similar structural change will 
mean that a new rating must be obtained. 


Used-truck prices are strong, so far this year. 
rhis is in line with the general up-trend in new- 
truck sales—which, through March, have topped 
1958 by 35%. Inventories of used trucks in dealer’s 
hands are 20% below a year ago, lowest since 1950. 
Some of this undoubtedly reflects postponed buying 
last year because of the recession, say Detroit 
spokesmen. The truck scrappage rate for 1958 was 
1.8° of the total number of trucks in use. This is 
down from 5.8% in 1957, and 8.5% in 1954. Aver- 
age age of trucks on the road last year climbed to 


2 years, highest since World War II. 


Stabilized bus income is the aim of a new 
franchise proposed by Louisville Transit Co. It pro- 
vides for an “equalization fund” to be made up 
of earnings beyond a set percentage or amount. 
If earnings drop, the difference would be made up 
from this special fund. The present franchise, which 
expires in May 1961, bases earnings on depreciated 
book value of the company’s buses and other prop- 
erties, with the City contending that earnings should 
not exceed 7% of this figure. Louisville Transit 
says this is unrealistic, wants to base earnings on 


operating costs. Negotiations may result in a “Nash 
ville-type” franchise using a combination of the 
rate-base and cost-plus methods. 


Better visibility and vision are subjects of two 
recent safety studies—one by Western Greyhound 
Lines, the other by Eye Research Foundation. 

Headlights turned on during the day may in- 
crease visibility, says the director of safety for 
Greyhound’s western division, after a thirty-day 
experiment. He says results are encouraging, plans 
to extend the experiment to several more counties. 

Sun-glasses worn during the day improve vision 
at night, according to tests made by the Eye Re- 
search Foundation. The year-long “flicker” tests 
are said to show that about 50° of persons over 
the age 20 have “unsatisfactory retinal sensitivity 
under conditions of low contrast—such as dusk or 
during the night.” 


Electric street vehicles are staging a comeback, 
according to Electric Storage Battery Co., which 
helped to pioneer the first electric “horseless car- 
riage” of the 1890's. Two production models (a 
delivery truck and an automobile) are scheduled 
to go into service this year . . . both intended for 
short-trip, start-stop use. A main reason for the 
comeback is the improved battery which can now 
provide the surges of power and the longer service 
life needed for street vehicles, ECS claims lower 
power costs because electricity is the one power 
source cheaper today than in 1940. 


Home study for diesel mechanics is now avail- 
able from Cummins Engine Co., through Interstate 
Training Service, Portland, Ore. Two Cummins- 
approved courses have been authorized: one cov- 
ering maintenance and repair, the other covering 
unit rebuilding. A qualified graduate who completes 
both courses is eligible for one week’s tuition-free 
training course at the Factory Training Center, 
Columbus, Ind. You can get further details from:

Leasing by common carriers to private fleets is out, says 
the ICC, even if drivers are not provided with equipment. Orig- 
inally, the ICC came up with the proposal. The Commission wanted 
to amend its leasing rules to allow common carriers to lease 
equipment, minus drivers, to shippers. Contract carriers would 
have been allowed to lease without obtaining prior approval by 
the Commission. Reaction from common carriers, ATA and truck 
lessors defeated the proposal.

Watch for Congress to act on highway financing soon. There 

are a number of money-making proposals being talked, such as 
earmarking of more taxes, bond financing, etc. A shape-up is 
now taking place behind the scenes. Short range, the legisla- 
tors must provide an additional $l-billion to keep construction 
of the multi-billion dollar program on schedule for the next 
couple of years; long range, it will take an additional $13 to 
$14-billion to pay for the new roads. 





One thing is sure now: Congress won't agree to President Ei- 
senhower's plan to hike gasoline taxes by another 1% cents—up 
to a 4%-cent Federal tax level. Truckers, many powerful con- 
gressmen, state officials, and other highway users are strongly 
opposed to the increase. 





Congress is sure to vote more money for roadbuilding. But it 
is still undecided on how to raise the funds. A plan to turn to 
bond financing is getting strongest support. But its backers 
are split into two camps. The Administration will probably ac- 
cept bond financing if it is handled outside the budget—the 
bonds would be sold on the open market at market interest rates, 
around 4%. A similar system is used by the Tennessee Valley Au- 


thority in its financing. 





The Administration proposed bond financing for the new roads 
back in 1956. Congress opposed it then, however, favoring the 
present user-tax system. Some powerful Democrats want to have 
the Treasury advance funds to the highway program at a nominal 
rate of interest, 2% for example. But the Treasury would have to 
raise the money at market rates. Backers of the plan claim to have 
support. But they will have to buck Administration opposition. 





Other plans are being tossed out as trial balloons. For ex- 
ample: earmarking more excise taxes for the road program, por- 
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tions of the automobile excise, parts tax, etc. One plan would 
delay the earmarking until 1960; a move designed to temper Ad- 
ministration reluctance. 





Few congressmen will openly throw their support behind any 
plan right now. The issue will come into the open within the next 
few weeks though, when the House Ways and Means Committee, 
chaired by Rep. Wilbur Mills (D-Ark.) plans to tackle the road 
financing problem. 





Remedies adopted will be short term. That's virtually assured. 
In 1961, the Bureau of Public Roads is slated to give Congress 
two important reports: One is a new estimate of the construction 
costs of the roads; the other, a recommendation as to how much 
in taxes truckers, motorists, etc. should pay for the roads. 
These reports will be used by Congress in planning for any long- 
range financing programs for the new roads to be built under 
the program.

ICC has amended truck-tractor brake regulations. Under the 

new provisions, truck-tractors or trucks used for towing must 
have a second control device to operate the brakes of the towed 
vehicle. The braking system must be arranged so that the towed 
vehicle's brakes will be applied automatically in case of fail- 
ure of pressure for the second control.

Railroads suffer guaranteed rate set-back. Agreed charges 
sought by the Soo Line and Duluth, South Shore & Atlantic rail- 
roads were suspended by the ICC ina last-minute ruling. Now hear- 
ings are in order but, as yet, no date has been set. Truckers had 
been shooting for complete rejection of the proposed tariff sup- 
plements but the Commission wouldn't go along. Now the fight will 
have to continue.

Another batch of luxury buses has been added to the Trailways 
fleet. The 46 air-conditioned, lavatory-equipped vehicles were 
put into operation by the Northern Division of Trailways Bus 
System primarily on runs from Washington to New England, includ- 
ing the expanding Philadelphia-New York service.

Coordination of truck and rail service got a boost from 
Chairman Harris of the House Commerce Committee. Chairman Harris 
says the next ten years should be the "decade of cost conscious- 
ness" in transportation. Meanwhile, Convair Div. of General Dy- 
namics announced plans to build a super-635 mph cargo transport 
that will break in half and lower itself to truck bed height for 
loading. In New York, the Engineers Joint Council has established 
an 18-man panel to study existing difficulties and explore the 
broad principles of coordinating the major fields of transporta- 
tion. Object: Plans to revamp the nation’s transportation pol- 
icy.

HIS QUOTE IS NOT NEW. It’s been said of labor relations, 
public relations, international relations, etc., ete. 

The problem suggested is not new either, even to the truck- 
ing industry. But it has assumed new importance as the trucking 
business has grown in both size and stature. Unhappily, the 
growth in size has far outstripped the growth in stature—at least 
in the eyes of the general public. 

As a result, the industry is a whipping boy for both gagsters 
and politicians. And with the motoring public increasingly ag- 
gressive about more and bigger trucks and buses on the streets 
and highways, the industry is on a real hot spot. 

Too little is being done by most companies to remedy the 
situation. For proof of this, plus a hard-hitting run-down of

Community Relations: Its Price 


[HIS ARTICLE started out—several months ago 
to be a straight report on a FLEET OWNER survey 
of community relations practices. It isn’t any more. 
And here’s why. The results of the survey provided 
a shock on both of these scores: 

Among the fleets replying, the percentage with 
any sort of broad-gage, coordinated community re- 
lations program was discouragingly small. 

. The total number of replies was the lowest 
in the long history of FLEET OWNER surveys. (This 
is the 300th survey; replies were received from 
only 160 fleets.) We can’t prove the point of this 
survey, but it has been demonstrated that when 
you make a mail survey, you get a very low per- 
centage of replies from companies that know their 
practice is substandard. The “negative” survey re- 
sults made one thing stand out clearly: 

There’s a real need for “how to” information on 
creating a community relations program that will 
marshal public sentiment to the side of fleets. 

Actually, much of this “how to” is pointed up 
by the survey results. For, where even a handful 
of fleets are using a technique, it’s evidence that 
it works, and that the cost (if any) is reasonable 
in relation to the results obtained. 


But one thing should be recognized clearly: A

employees; it means trucking executives active 
in many local civic affairs, the firm willingly 
bearing its share of the local charity campaign 
contributions; it means performing reliable, 
efficient and economic transportation to its 
shippers; it means careful drivers, quick to 
be of service to the motoring public and mak- 
ing every effort to avoid annoying neighbors, 
with exhaust noise, or thoughtless blocking of 
traffic lanes on hills.

tions means these things and many more.”

sound program of community relations is not a 
propaganda campaign. Fact is, there’s too much 
propaganda floating around already. So much that 
the public has become pretty sophisticated and has 
little difficulty recognizing it for what it is. 


Community relations is “doing’—an action 
program. Telling about it (and other company 
activities, personalities, and products) is a public 
relations or publicity function. 

Not everyone would agree with that definition, 
of course. Organizationally, community relations 
is often a part of the public relations structure. 
And when public relations is viewed by top man- 
agement in its broad sense (rather than merely as 
publicity), it’s a perfectly sound arrangement. 

As you'll see in the sections that follow, telling 
and selling your company story is necessary, but 
it’s also fruitless unless you establish a climate in 
which the “tell and sell’ will be accepted. Estab- 
lishing that climate is the primary function of your 
community relations program. 

Secondarily, your community relations program 
can be a “tell and sell” tool in itself. But in the 
language of advertising men it has got to be a 
“soft sell.” Nothing can damage you more—or 
faster—in the eyes of the community than to offer 
your vehicles to help in a Boy Scout “used cloth- 
ing” drive, then have one of your executives deliver 
a long-winded “commercial” at the wind-up rally on 
the high school athletic field. (It happens ) 

Tactics of that sort will backfire on anyone. But 
it’s particularly true in the case of fleets. 

The fact is, fleetmen are starting from behind 
their own goal posts in community relations—the 
result of years of neglect. The survey proves that. 


What's the cost of this neglect? Here’s the 
score according to the vice president of a New 
York bank: “The trucking industry is its own worst 
enemy. The feeling of ‘gypsy’ still prevails, and 
until the carriers have shown themselves to be 
responsible businessmen and citizens, they will 
continue to have a tough time getting credit.” 

Significantly, he adds, “Community relations is 
the only way to bring your story to the public, not 
only for approval, but for understanding.” 

It isn’t only the financial community that lacks 
understanding of the importance of the fleet busi- 
ness, and the contribution it is making to the 
nation’s economy and our standard of living. 
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and Its Profit 


For example: It seems every time a radio or TV 
comedian or disk jockey is at a temporary loss for 
words, he starts complaining about the jam of 
trucks that made him late to work, or the smoke 
or the smoke screen thrown up by diesels. Almost 
invariably, these jibes find a receptive audience. 

Or again: Not long ago, FLEET OWNER received 
a manuscript from a public relations expert here 
in New York. One of the early paragraphs said, “In 
general, the trucking industry—common carrier 


and private has the worst community relations of 


any important industry.” 


If you're a bus man, you've had plenty of 
experience (sometimes discouraging) in dealing 
with the unpredictable public. Probably because 
this is where the situation became most difficult 
soonest, there’s probably more good work in com- 
munity relations being done by bus companies 
than by truckers. But there’s still plenty more to 
be done. 

Even in the case where there’s a good program 
of community relations, the necessary follow-up is 
often neglected: Let the public know what you're 
doing. This is the “tell and sell’’ mentioned earlier. 

There’s a danger here, but it can be avoided if 
you don’t lose sight of these key points: 

Your program must be based on a sincere 
desire to serve the community, and not be looked 
upon merely as a vehicle for getting publicity. 

. “Telling” should be handled by people not di- 
rectly connected with the program, to avoid con- 
fusion in the public mind. Desirably, the “tell and 
sell” should be a job for specialists—whether full- 
time on your own staff, or full-time or part-time 
consultants. It can, however, be handled success- 
fully in the smaller outfit as a part-time assignment 
by a regular employee. Just to make sure that the 
occasion of a community relations activity is not 
“used” to sell the company or its personnel or 
policies. Brag about these beforehand and after- 
ward through every channel of communication 
available; but at the time, just do a job, and let 
the job speak for the company. 

How do you go about evaluating a community 
relations program? It’s intangible, but the best 
suggestion we've run into is this from Don O’Connor 
of ATA’s Public Relations Department: 

“Most accountants carry Good Will on the books 
of the company at only one dollar. But when a

firm is sold, the difference between the value of the 
firm’s assets and the selling price—Good Will—can 
be fabulous. The premium paid by the buyer for an 
established business is justified by the reputation 
of the firm built up through the years—the opinion 
held by its customers, suppliers, employees, credi- 
tors, stockholders, and the public at large.” 

rhis reputation can be greatly influenced by a 
sound program of community relations. The pro- 
gram must be carried to both the civic community 
and business community; but the program has to 
begin with and for your employees themselves. 


If you're a for-hire carrier, it’s obvious that 
your livelihood depends on a favorable public im- 


pression of your business. For customers. For 
credit. For support before regulatory bodies. A 
sound program of community relations can help 
you in all of these areas. 


If you're a private carrier, you may say: “I 
have only one customer (your company); I have 
no independent need for credit; and I deal with 
regulatory bodies almost exclusively on matters of 
safety.” Not so fast. All that may be true super- 
ficially, but because most private fleets represent 
their company’s closest and most frequent contact 
with the public, you’re in a fine position to wreck 
an otherwise sound community relations program, 
wreck it without even trying.

Good Community Relations Start 
At Home—With Your Employees 


COMMUNITY RELATIONS, good or bad, begin right in 
your own company, Employees talk about their 
work among themselves, with their friends and 
families and the people they do business with. Be- 
cause each employee is a representative of your 
company, what he says and does is a matter of 
utmost importance to your company’s reputation. 
His words carry weight with outsiders. 

lhe better he understands your operation, the 
more the public will know. The more satisfied he 
is with what he’s doing, the better impression the 
community will have. How he gets his information 
and how he represents your company are up to 
management. They're all the result of your employee 
relations program. 

The employee-relations section of the FLEET 
OWNER survey pulled the greatest management re- 
sponse. This is an action area of community rela- 
tions where both trucking and bus executives have 
made a good beginning. During last year’s reces- 
sion, for instance, there were many examples of 
good employee programs by companies trying to 
maintain a status quo in the face of the financial 
squeeze. 

The survey shows that the majority of respond-

ents are trying to create g 


standing among employees and their families, and 


that many of them stress the important role their 
drivers play in community relations. 


Desire for recognition and the feeling of being 
useful are employees’ strongest incentives — even 
outweighing security or financial rewards. When you 
recognize a man’s true value and let him know that 
his well-done job contributes to company well- 
being, you build up loyalty that’s carried into the 
community. It’s not difficult, either, for an employee 
to identify his progress and success with that of the 


company. 


Proper education is the surest way to build this 
employee identification. It’s also the way to get the 
true picture of your operation before your em- 
ployees and community. Rumors are usually dried 
up in the hot light of the whole truth, particularly 
when the truth gets out first. 

Annual reports, when they are written so em- 
ployees can see just what the company’s situation 
is, can be a most effective tool in killing stories 
of unreasonable profits or imminent layoffs. Com- 
pany publications are another excellent way of 
reaching your employees. And they don’t have to 
be elaborate magazines, either. 

A company publication can be no more than a 
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couple of mimeographed pages, so long as it fills 

these requirements: (1) It should be published reg- 

ularly; (2) It should reach all employees and their 

families; (3) It should have official standing; (4) 

It should explain and interpret what the company 

is doing or going to do; (5) Most important of all 
it should be interesting. 


Meetings are an important means to good em- 
ployee relations. Opinion Research Corp. discovered 
that employees who have participated in meetings 
rate them above all other means of communications. 
Meetings that invite employee participation allow 
for a two-way flow of information—a big help in 
understanding. But meetings are like suggestion 
boxes—unless you put real planning behind them, 
don’t bother with them. 

Letters to employees and their families can fill 
an important gap in company communications. 
Whether you’re announcing a contest or a drastic 
change in company policy, a personal letter—that 
says something and rings true—is a way to increase 
good will and incentive. 


Management's own personnel policies, of 
course, are the foundation of your employee rela- 
tions. These extras can only add refinements. If you 
consider your employees as your best asset, and let 
them know it, most of your community relations 
job will be done for you. 


Company experience has shown the value of 
reaching the public from within. Carolina Freight 
Carriers Corp.— one of the entrants in the Great 
Dane Trailers-ATA Foundation awards program 


has undertaken all its community relations with the 
employees in mind. Among the results noted are 
improved working relationships and a decrease in 
freight loss and damage. Also, the company’s safety 
program received unanimous support and created 
public esteem. Most important, though, the company 
attributes part of its steadily rising net profits to 
its successful program. 

Management’s attitudes toward community rela- 
lations spread to all employees, too. Since com- 
munity relations is based on the personal approach 
to improvement, both active participation and em- 
ployee encouragement are necessary to build a suc- 
cessful program. 


Every person in your company should be en- 
couraged to join in some community work and as- 
sociations outside of his job and home. Encourage 
employees’ activity in local church-work, youth pro- 
grams and clubs. Management-level men, particu- 
larly, should affiliate with civic organization, local 
political, industrial or civic betterment committees. 
Charitable organizations offer everyone a chance to 
help others. 

It's a good plan to have your personnel depart-

Company offered 
the vehicles to help move both patients and equipment. 
Move was more comfortable for patients, ambulances were

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ment keep records of employees’ community work. 
In this way you can keep tabs on what areas need 
emphasis and just where your company stands. En- 
courage workers—-and their families—to be active. 
Recognition for outstanding work in the community 


will show employees you're solidly behind this. 


Impress upon your employees the fact that they 
are part of the company and represent it away from 
the office. This is especially true of your drivers, 
who are constantly in contact with the public. Driver 
courtesy and safe driving reflect credit on both com- 


pany and industry.

Here's How to Make Your Fleet 


A Better Neighbor 


You HAVE A COMMUNITY RELATIONS PROGRAM to 
gain better understanding of your company and 
to build up good will against the time you may 
need it. Good community relations also help in- 
crease business and _ attract top-not h employees. 
But, basically, the reason for community relations 
is given in the quote above—to build a better com 
inity, a better place for you to live and work. 


Begin with your appearance. \\hen your com- 
pany name is mentioned, what image comes into 
peoples’ minds? Run-down, shabby buildings and 
grounds, dirty trucks and drivers who act like 
hoods? Or is it smart-looking vehicles and (there- 
fore) a smart operation. To the public, your drivers 
look and act like the company they work for. Your 
employees want and deserve as pleasant a place 
lo work as possible. 

It's also a good idea to move outside your plant 
to help improve the looks of your neighborhood. 
as Durham (N.C.) Transport Corp. found out. It 
won public approval, good will and a city award 
because of its program to landscape and beautify 
the land around its terminal. The company got a 
better place for work, happier employees and some 
excellent publicity just because it wanted to im- 
prove its appearance and impression. 

On FLEET OWNER’S community relations survey. 
ippearance rated high in active effort among re- 
spondents. Over 80° pushed vehicle looks, two- 
thirds stressed driver appearance (transit bus op 
erators scored almost 100% here) but few have 
tried to dress up the looks of the company real 
estate. Once you've gotten drivers and property 
dressed for action, put them to work to build a 
favorable company personality. 


in Your Town 


Don't flaunt money—flaunt time. This is good 
advice for any company venture into community 
relations. Unfortunately, the public expects com- 
panies to subscribe heavily to a multitude of char- 
ities and drives. But when a busy executive donates 
his time—or a company its services—the com- 
munity sees an honest desire to help. 

Making use of your facilities is both easy and 
inexpensive. Lending buildings for meetings o1 
supplying vehicles for assistance to good works 
shows a trucker’s willingness to help. Many com- 
panies make facilities available to employees for 
charity or club work. 

\s an executive, you can do the greatest service 
in areas where your special knowledge and talents 
can be put to best use. As a trucker, you understand 
transportation, traffic and safety problems. In these 
areas, you can demonstrate your ability as well as 
your good will. 

Safety is natural for any carrier for a community 
relations project. Every smart fleet man already 
has a safety program going. When you sponsor or 
cooperate in civic safe-driving operations, you not 
only give help in an important area, you are rein- 
forcing your company program. When you sponsor 
safety contests in your company, emphasize driver 
training or announce safety awards to the press, 
you identify your trucks with safe driving. 


Tie in your company name with civic activities 
that will benefit you and the industry the most. 
Survey results showed that several respondents are 
making an effort to have their fleets associated by 
the public with air-pollution control, noise abate- 
ment and traffic problem solution. When the public 
knows you're working to fight these civic nuisances. 
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they cooperate rather than merely blame. 

Just as many individuals have pet charities, a 
large number of the survey respondents are con- 
centrating their efforts on youth work. They've 
found it pays off in two areas. Not only can imag- 
inative companies increase community understand- 


ing and work with future customers, but they've 
found it’s also an excellent recruiting ground for 
future employees. 

A number of the larger fleets have scholarship 
programs for students who want to become teachers, 
or to major in transportation. Ray Smith Transport 
Co. in Dallas has a scholarship program for the 
children of employees (See FO, May °58 p 59). 
Smaller companies offer prizes for the best essay 
on the importance of the trucking industry to the 
public. 


Plant tours offer possibilities for increasing the 
understanding of your operation and_ building 
friends for your company. In a recent survey of 
223 plant managers—representing all industry 
made by Opinion Research Corp., over two-thirds 
of them mentioned informative plant tours as the 
most essential practice to a successful community 
relations program. 

A tour, or open-house, is almost indispensable 
when you open a new terminal or move into a new 
city. If you do a good job of planning a tour for 
a group of the town’s most influential people, show 
and tell them all you can (and all they want), you’ve 
made a good start on community support. It’s often 
a good idea to have a test-run with your employees 
first. since they might learn something about the 
company they didn’t know before. 


Try a one-shot program occasionally. when an 
opportunity presents itself. This type of community 
relations takes a lot of imagination and work to 
make it a successful community relations venture 
and not just a publicity stunt. Here, too. sincerity 
is the important element. 

Here are a couple of examples that should illus- 
trate these qualities: 


@ United Van Lines, Inc. of St. Louis collected. 
hauled and distributed 12.000 gifts for the Hun- 
garian refugees at Camp Kilmer, N.J. 


® Security Truck Lines of San Jose, Calif.. carried 
19 tons of snow from the mountains to San Fran- 
cisco for a group of handicapped children who had 


never seen snow before. 


Give your community relations program a push, 
with some one in charge who has enough authority 
to give it some backing. But remember this one 
point many companies have learned: Once you 
get a program started, you’ve got to stick with it 
and do a good job—or you will have lost more than 
you could ever have gained. Continued on next page

Why Your Business Community Is 
Important to Your CR Program 


YOUR COMPANY'S RELATIONS within the business 
community affect the public *s idea of your oper- 
ations, too. The business community breaks down 
easily into three parts—all business and industry 
in your community, other fleets in your locale, and 
your customers, suppliers and service companies. 

Most fleet men know the results of both good and 
bad business practices. Your business reputation 
is the result of your management and good, bad 
or indifferent—your profits rise or fall with this 
reputation. But there are “extras” you can use to 
build your reputation and help identify your com- 


pany with progress and leadership. 


Support local business endeavors. Cooperation 
with and assistance to other business in your area 
can only result in your name being connected with 
helping to increase good business and to raise 
local standards. 

\s a result of industry-wide community rela- 
tions, your city will have a better business climate. 
It can attract more companies, which means more 
business for everyone. With industry’s facilities and 
capital working together, the community is im- 
proved for everyone. Active participation in the 
community's business gives your company a voice 
in what goes on, too. 

Murphy Motor Lines of St. Paul, for example has 
i long list of positive results from its active work 
in industrial development. The company based its 
program on the belief that good shipping service 
would attract new business to the state. The work 
involved forming and promoting development 
groups, compiling transportation information, ad- 
vising prospective industry on sites and even doing 
some of the selling job. 

The investment involved little more than time (in 
this case, one man, full time—but much could be 
done by company salesmen). The results were ex- 
cellent state-wide public ity. recognition from the 
governor and contracts with leading business men 
ind legislators. Murphy will undoubtely receive a 
share of any new business. The company calls it 


“very valuable.” 


Work with other fleet men to help improve the 
general opinion of the industry in your area. Every 


state has associations which will assist members in 
conducting successful industry-wide campaigns. 
The Kansas Motor Carriers Association, for ex- 
ample, had 41 safety and courtesy cars on the high- 
way over the Fourth of July—good industry publi- 
city in an important area. 

To cooperate with local authorities in beating a 
terrific afternoon traffic problem, 21 Charleston 
(W.Va) truckers formed a group to help relieve the 
situation. Calling on the aid of their customers 
and the support of the police, they were not only 
a real help but got some excellent publicity, too. 

Only two elements are needed to help boost your 
industry's name in your city: some imaginative 
work and a common desire to do something about 
helping to bring up the industry’s reputation. 


Give your customers a boost whenever you 
can. This is not only darned good customer re- 
lations, it can be another way of showing that you 
want to build up community business. Simple ex- 
amples of community spirit—such as using local 
suppliers or local capital whenever possible—also 
prove worthwhile. Directing business and praise to 
the companies you work with will improve relations 
both ways. Many cities have luncheon clubs for 
sales managers to swap leads and comments. 
Spector Freight Systems said “thanks” to its 
customers and brought prestige to them and it- 
self by sending Christmas checks, in customers’ 
names, to charitable organizations. As often hap- 
pens in any community relations venture, this was 


a case where everybody wins, nobody loses.

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Damage Claims With Rubber Bags 


HERE’s A TRIED AND PROVED TECHNIQUE for eliminat- 
ing problems with shifting cargo. It’s been in use for 
over a year now in Denver-Chicago Trucking Co. 
trailers hauling delicate instruments between Inter- 
national Business Machines Corporation’s plants in 
Endicott, N. Y., and San Jose, Calif. Basic unit in 
this anti-shift system is a large inflatable rubber bag 
manufactured by U. S. Rubber under the name of 
Shor Kwik. IBM is using the 4 ft by 5 ft size. 

While inflatable dunnage has seen a great deal 
of use in rail shipping, this is the first application 
reported in trucking. IBM is using the bags on only 
a portion of its total shipments. The machines are 
blocked at the bottom by wood and rubber shock 
mounts, and the inflatable dunnage is placed on the 
sides, between the machine end and the trailer wall. 

After more than a year’s use, IBM reports no 
evidence of damage to the dunnage itself as a result 
of penetration or excessive rubbing. And damage to 
equipment has definitely declined. Only danger, 
IBM says, is over-inflation. Best inflation has been 
found to be about 4 lbs.

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New Reefer Unit 
Uses Twin System 


ONE OF THE BIGGEST PROBLEMS in semitrailer 
refrigeration has been the danger of cargo loss 
caused by a failure in the refrigeration mechanism. 
The Newton-Nordic Company, Newton, Kansas, 
has designed and developed a twin system refrig- 
eration unit to combat the costly cargo damage 


that can come from reefer failure. Each element 
in the unit can operate entirely independently of 
the other, the company claims. 

The refrigeration system features lightweight 
construction, a characteristic that previously has 
been confined to the commercial and room-cooling 
business. In fact, the new unit is said to be 500 Ib 
lighter than its nearest competitor in equal cooling 
capacity. 


Pressurized cooling, a tried and true commer- 
cial cooling principle, has also been brought to 
semitrailer refrigeration by Newton-Nordic. This 
technique is capable of delivering large volumes 
of refrigeration from a fairly small, light cooling 
unit. Because of this, Ralph Lowensohn and Fred 
Ricketts, developers of the unit, think that pres- 
surized cooling will be a profitable addition to 
truck cooling. Newton-Nordic, in operation for 
more than a year now, also brings to the trucking 
industry a cooling unit that contains automatic 
defrost, heating and cooling. 

Before going ahead with development of the 
reefer unit, Newton-Nordic conducted interviews 
with fleetmen around the country. The company 
found four major qualifications that fleetmen want- 
ed a reefer unit to meet: dependability, light weight, 
ease of servicing, accessibility of repair parts. 


Dependability in this case means two of every- 
thing—complete and separate systems operating 
completely independently of each other. Compres- 
sors, evaporators, condensers, squirrel cage blowers 
—all are in duplicate, And each “twin” has its own 
“V” belt from the engine and its own starter-gen- 
erator to the engine. 


Lightness and durability were achieved, the 
company claims, by simply turning once more to 
the commercial field. Automobile compressors, for 
example, can take a lot of abuse, yet when properly 
designed they’re light and very effective in a 
refrigeration system. Newton-Nordic also is ex- 
perimenting with new aluminum alloys. 

Newton-Nordic has eliminated much of the 
complicated servicing that sometimes went with 
other refrigeration systems. One example: it used 
only two color codes in the wiring system. There- 
fore, as the company points out, “Any mechanic 
capable of tracing out a headlight wire can run 
down any electrical trouble in the Nordic.” 

Because the Nordic is using many standard 
automobile parts that are familiar to mechanics, 
any competent refrigeration repair man can handle 
almost anything that comes up. 

Now the mechanic will be able to pick up these 
standard auto parts much easier, no matter where 
he’s working. “We're using no specialized parts 
in Nordic,” the designers explain.

How to Weld Aluminum 


“BASED ON CURRENT PRODUCTION TRENDS, one out 
of every two tank vehicles in the nation soon may 
be aluminum.” That was the prediction made by 
Aluminum Co. of America at a press conference 
last March. And, although no figures were given 
for other types of vehicles, there’s little doubt 
aluminum usage will continue to climb. 

This means more and more fleetmen are going 
to be faced with the problems of maintaining alu- 
minum vehicles—handling jobs that range from 
rebuilding major accident damage to closing minor 
seepage leaks in tanks or small tears in the vehicle 
skin. This means welding. 

But, the fact is that few operators know enough 
about the physical properties of aluminum or the 
methods used in welding it to handle the jobs 
themselves. They have generally farmed this work 
out, leaving it to trained experts. 


Now there's new equipment that makes this old 


hat. With today’s techniques, any welder can handle 
aluminum in his own shop. And new portable guns 
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have made it possible for him to work on any part 
of the vehicle. The result is better-looking. longer 
lasting repairs at lower cost and with reduced 
downtime. Unsatisfactory patching jobs have be- 
come a thing of the past. 

There’s other important news for fleetmen in 
the new techniques, too. Such as: welds that can 
be made in any position, and welds that do not 
have to be cleaned. The payoff: No worries about 
contamination or corrosion. 

But it’s essential the fleet operator knows what 
is available. That’s the reason behind this report. 
You'll find out what this new equipment can do, 
why it can do it. 


And new methods mean that your welders are 
going to have to learn a couple of new “rights” an 
“wrongs.” You'll find them on the following pages, 
with typical illustrated jobs, jobs of the type your 
shop will be handling. These will serve as cuides

HOW TO WELD ALUMINUM .. . continued 


Now Any Fleet's Shop Can Weld 


New portable equipment using inert gas shielding has made aluminum welding a 
job your own shop can handle. And experts say you'll have more work of this type 
in the future as vehicle makers use more and more of the light metal. Here’s what 


you need to know to use this new technique. 


THE PROCESS 


The key to this advance has been the development 
of metal-are methods that don’t require flux. Here’s 
how the gas-shielded metal-arc welding process 
differs from past techniques: An inert gas is used 
instead of flux to shield the arc. Argon and helium 
are the gases generally used for this. With helium, 
weld penetration is deeper. Because of this, it is 
generally used in high-speed production welding 
and on thick sections. Argon is preferred for all- 
around maintenance work as it allows better con- 
trol of the weld pool and are. 


THE EQUIPMENT 


[he gas-shielded method has resulted in the de- 
velopment of a variety of portable equipment for 
aluminum welding. Typical gun, shown here, con- 
tains its own supply of welding wire and the wire 
drive mechanism. Because the filler wire is the 
current-carrying electrode, this gun uses the con- 
sumable elec trode welding process. 

Other portable guns are available using the non- 
consumable electrode welding principle. These guns 
are similar to the gun shown but do not contain 
their own supply of filler metal. Instead, they have 
i tungsten electrode built in for the purpose of 
providing an arc. Filler metal is fed to the weld 
by hand. For all practical purposes, the tungsten 
electrode is not consumed in the welding process. 
The torch is water-cooled. 

Consumable electrode models are built to handle 
wire from diameters as small as 0.020 in. to as 
large as 1/16 in. A conventional de machine is 
used as the source of the welding current. Gas and 
current are fed to the hand gun through a small 
control unit. 

Ihe control box contains the necessary equip- 
ment for automatically regulating welding current 
and gas flow as required. Once the equipment is 
set up, the welder controls the operation through 
the gun’s trigger. Pressure on the trigger delivers 
gas to the gun nozzle and makes the welding cur- 
rent available to strike the arc. Gas flow and weld-

ing current are automatically cut off when the 
trigger is released. 

Filler wire is fed automatically to the work 
during the welding process. The inching switch 
shown in the illustration is an auxiliary device 
that permits the welder to inch the wire out of 
the gun preparatory to starting the weld. Gun and 
control box are completely insulated and grounded; 
the operator is protected from electrically “hot” 
parts. Information on the guns was provided by 
Westinghouse Electric Corp., Linde Div. of Union 
Carbide Corp., and the Air Reduction Co. 


THE METHOD 


Basically, aluminum welding is very similar to 
welding methods for other metals. But there are 
a few important differences the welder must know 
about in order to handle the new techniques. 


e Surface preparation for a welding repair on 
aluminum is basically the same as that used for 
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Aluminum—Here's How It's Done 





PORTABILITY of new guns makes it possible for operator 
to weld repairs on any part of the unit. Typical gun, loaded 
with 1 lb. of filler wire, weighs less than 4 Ib 


steel. Dirt, paint, loose metal particles, moisture, 
and particularly grease and oil must be removed 
from the area to be welded. 

lo increase welding are stability and to improve 
metal flow, aluminum surface oxide should be 
removed from the joint by means of a wire brush. 
Machine brushing can be used but the pressure 
must be light. Heavy pressure, or the use of steel 
wool, can result in foreign particles imbedded in 
the relatively soft aluminum. The wire brush must 
be free of frease or oil. 

Chipping is a fast way to remove unwanted ma- 
terial and to shape the joint edges. Chisels used 
on aluminum should be sharpened in the same way 
as those used in woodworking. A sharp knife edge 
and a long curved heel give the best cut and allow 
the operator close control over the depth and shape 
of the cut. 

Rubber or wood mallets can be used to reshape 
aluminum parts or to remove dents. Heavy steel 
mauls or hammers can cause local thinning of the 
section being worked and should not be used. 
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Heating with a gas torch can also speed up a 
straightening job. But you have to be careful to 
avoid overheating the work. When using heat, tem- 
peratures in excess of 400° F are unnecessary. 

With aluminum you can’t use color change as 
a temperature indicator, as you can with steel. The 
metal does not undergo any noticeable color change 
as it is heated. An accurate means of determining 
the temperature is to use indicating crayons. These 
“Tempilstik” crayons make a mark on the metal 
only when the temperature exceeds the rating of 
the crayon. They are available in various tempera- 
ture ranges. 


e Welding technique using consumable electrode 
guns differ somewhat from conventional hand weld- 
ing. It is most important to keep the are short. This 
will insure that the inert gas will completely sur- 
round the weld as it is formed. Use a pendulum- 
like motion to strike the arc initially—as though 
you were striking a match. Avoid striking the work 
with a hammering motion. This could bend the 
relatively thin filler wire. 

When the are has been struck and a_weld pool 
forms, the bead along the seam or joint to be 
welded is formed in much the same way as with 
steel. However, straight passes tend to produce 
better results than the conventional weaving motion 
used in steel welding. 

Generally, the gun should be tilted at about 10 
forehand, pointed in the direction of progress along 
the bead. 

“Cratering” should be avoided wherever possi- 
ble. When a weld bead is completed and the ar 
extinguished, molten metal at that point will tend 
to cool and form a depressed area called a crater. 
Craters are called stress raisers because they con- 
stitute an abrupt change in the contour of the weld 
bead. They often contain minute longitudinal and 
transverse cracks which are apt to cause joint fail 
ure. This is the result of propagation along the 
weld or into the sound material alongside the seam. 

Jigs, fixtures and clamps should be used when 
ever possible, as when working with steel. Top- 
notch results depend on having the work held 
firmly in the correct position whenever it is 
possible. If it is at all possible, the weld should be 
hack-chipped and welded from both sides to insure 
fusion through th» full depth of the material.

Pre-Reading: 
Top Time-Saver 
For Fleet Men 


YOu, AS A FLEET OWNER, must recognize quickly the 
relative importance of a business report, letter or 
magazine article. In this third stop on the road to 
better reading, FLEET OWNER is going to show you 
a systematic approach to discovering quickly how 
important a written document really is. You'll learn 
to pre-read fast—for more productive reading re- 
sults from your time. 


Pre-reading is a proved time-saving technique. 
But what is it actually? Simply a preliminary sur- 
vey of any non-fiction material. You should par- 
ticularly pre-read any complex or difficult material. 
Actually, not every report, letter or article is of 
equal importance to you, not all of them will pay 
for your time. Pre-reading will show you if you 
should spend time on a thorough reading. You may 
find that a certain piece is something you already 
know, don’t need at the time. 

Pre-reading is still a time-saving technique—even 
if you find a more thorough reading necessary. This 
preliminary survey will show you the major points 
you want to cover, the conclusions you want to 
draw. You'll know what the material is really lead- 
ing to, so you can follow its development intelli- 
gently. This way you can be more critical of the 
author’s steps in reaching his conclusions. Maybe 
he hasn’t written clearly; if so, you'll be able to 
distinguish his main ideas from the details. Most 
important to you: you can gage your reading and 
thinking speed to fit the particular material—much 
the same way a driver fits his speed to the difficulty 
of a road. 


Magazine articles and reports can all be pre- 
read. Here’s how it’s done: 


1. Look first for the title, author and date. 


2. Read thoroughly the first two or three para- 
graphs—this will give you an introduction. 

3. In the main body of discussion, start reading 
only the first sentence of each paragraph. In non- 
fiction, this is usually the topic sentence. 

4. Pay attention to pictures, tables and graphs. 
They may tell you more than two pages of print.

Along with this, read all subheads and boldfaced 
type—these represent important steps in whatever 
you're reading. 


5. Watch for a summary at the end of the ma- 
terial. Read carefully. 

Want to put into practice these five tips? Turn 
to “Sell with color on your vehicles” on page 84 
and preread the material there. 

You can pre-read parts of newspapers, such as 
editorials, and book and theatre reviews, the same 
as you do articles. But news stories are easy to 
pre-read because they contain all their main points 
in the first few paragraphs. 

For the business letter, a three-step technique will 
usually tell you if it requires a thorough reading. 
Here’s what to check first: the letter-head—this will 
tell you where it’s from; the signature—who it’s 
from; the first sentence—is the writer getting down 
to business? If a business letter is slow starting, 
skip the first few lines until you come to what looks 
like the main idea. This will help you decide 
whether the letter is worth a closer reading. 


Entire books of non-fiction can all be pre-read 
in much the same way: 


1. Read the title, author, publication date. 


2. Read the table of contents and any introduc- 
tory material for a valuable over-view of the book. 
Try going through the index, too. 


3. Pre-read, and then probably read thoroughly 
the concluding chapters. A book divided into several 
sections will usually have a summarizing chapter 


for each section. 


4. When reading the book thoroughly, pre-read 
each chapter. 


Skipping and skimming are skills that will also 
save a lot of time. You can find out by pre-reading 
if you are learning anything new. If not, you may 
want to skip or at least not read parts of it. To 
skim fast, let your eye pause twice on each line. 
This will be hard at first, but as you get better 
you ll see that it gives you main ideas and signifi- 
cant details—without taking your time for a thor- 
ough reading. When skimming, always look for a 
definite fact or the answer to a specific question. 

In FLEET OWNER’s next reading improvement arti- 
cle, you'll see how to increase your concentration. 
If you continue to practice what you've already 
learned about reading up to now, you must become 
a more efficient reader.

What do drivers think? Ask 
your men about their preferences 
before you make a final selection. 
They're the men who are going 
to wear the uniforms and you can 
probably get some very worth 
while ideas from them. And, of 
course, it’s good labor relations. 


Who pays? Are employees ex- 
pected to pick up the tab, or does 
the company pay?

Speakers for the bill pointed 
out that Texas limits were among 
the lowest in the nation, forcing 
carriers and shippers to compete 
with neighboring states on an in- 
equitable basis. 

A highway engineer, called as 
a witness, said the state highway 
system, at the start of next year, 
would be adequate for maximum 
loads of 72,000, except for some 
bridges that have not been brought 
up to standard. 

The Senate Transportation Com- 
mittee also approved a bill lower- 
ing bus license fees to those paid 
on trucks of equal weight. 


Montana, the weight-distance tax 
bill which cleared the House and 
Senate by narrow margins, has 
been vetoed by Gov. J. Hugo Aron- 
son. And an attempt to override 
has failed. 

Rejecting the measure, Aron- 
son said it would cost the state 
money by driving out long-dis- 
tance trucks and disrupting travel 
patterns. This might jeopardize 
Montana’s position as Gateway to 
Alaska. 

The House has also turned down 
a bill that would have raised the 
gasoline tax from 6c to 7c. 


Wyoming, an amendment to the 
“bridge formula” has been signed. 
It increases allowable maximum 
loads—starting with axles 31 ft 
apart. The maximum load, 73,950 
lb, is now permissible on axles 
45 ft apart—compared with 57 
ft under the old law. 


North Dakota, the Senate has 
passed two bills increasing maxi- 
mum length and weight. They 
permit vehicles up to 60 ft (an in- 
crease of 10 ft) and three-unit 
combinations, presently prohib- 
ited. Gross weight allowance is 
now 73,280. 

The 60-ft limit has been work- 
ing its way east from the Rocky 
Mountain States in recent years. 
South Dakota adopted the new 
length in 1957. A similar bill is 
being considered in Nebraska. 
Minnesota still has a 50-ft limit. 
The multiple combination is com- 
ing east, too.

ported to the Conference by the 
U.S. Sanitation Department, Wash- 
ington: 

*.. Although these cars (auto- 
matic transmission) .. . are not 
used on a 24-hour basis like the 
Police Department, they are util- 
ized in city traffic, encountering 
a lot of stop-and-go driving. “This 
in the past, has necessitated a great 
deal of clutch and transmission re- 
pair work. Since purchasing auto- 
matic transmissions, this work 
has been greatly reduced, result- 
ing in more work days per ve- 
hicle than previously.” Here, of 
course, is an obvious contradiction 
to the finding of the Richmond 
study. 


And in Detroit, on the other hand, 


a study of police vehicles has evi- 
dently impressed Detroit public 
officials so much that all passenger 
cars now purchased—police or 
ceneral—have automatic _ trans- 
missions, 

Definite cost figures to back up 
such a positive feeling about auto- 
matic transmissions are not avail- 
able, however. 


Purchase price and trade-in al- 


lowances were crucial in the final 
decision. Depending on the age of 
the vehicle, the Conference found 
that the difference between pur- 
chase price and trade-in value for 
automatics runs from $75 to $150. 
Savings in operating costs must 
meet this amount if the overall 
cost of an automatic-equipped ve- 
hicle is to be equal to or lower 
than the over-all cost of a stand- 
ard vehicle. 


Cost is only one factor, however. 


In addition to driver fatigue. 
there’s the question of driving 
skill. 

We live in changing times. One 
auto manufacturer estimates that 
914°% of the medium and higher 
priced new cars sold today carry 
automatic transmissions as stand- 
ard equipment, while 70°) of the 
lower priced ones do. 

Thus. more and more new driv- 
ers especially know nothing but 
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automatic transmissions. Their 
efficiency would undoubtedly drop 
when operating standard-shifts. 
In August, 1955, FLEET OWNER 
asked its Maintenance Advisory 
Board of fleet experts: “Do you 
believe automatic transmissions 
will reduce the need for driver 
skill?” The answer: a unanimous 
“ves” from all 12 members. 


Here's What Recent Study Showed 


Two main conclusions of the en- 


tire Conference report were: 

1. Automatics work well for po- 
lice use, taking into consideration 
the cost and the additional ca- 
pabilities a police car must have. 

2. For general use, the Rich- 
mond study, for one, supports the 
financial worth of standard trans- 
missions.

is to be determined. “Thus, corro- 
sion protection cannot be assured 
by the addition of an inhibitor. 
The use of new antifreeze is the 
only positive way to avoid corro- 
sion damage and rust clogging of 
the radiator.” 


This contrasts sharply with fleet 
procedure, as shown in FLEET 
OWNER’S survey. The army points 
out that the addition of new in- 
hibitors cannot remove rust and 
corrosion that have already 
formed in the cooling system. Yet 
the survey showed that 83% of 
the operators re-using antifreeze 
were adding fresh inhibitors to 
old solutions, thinking this would 
restore rust and corrosion pro- 
tection. Now, the Army indicates 
this practice needs re-evaluation. 


The survey showed, too, that the 
operators who are not following 
the recommended procedure of 

draining antifreeze in the spring 
are not. for the most part, bother- 
ing to add rust and corrosion in- 
hibitors to their fresh water radi- 
ator fills. But, without the presence 
of fresh, effective inhibitors, rust 
forms all through the system. 


The Army sees a danger in the 
presence of this rust and specifi- 
cally directs that, “After draining 
antifreeze solutions from cooling 


systems, refill with fresh water 


and add liquid cooling system 
corrosion inhibitor.” 

When rust has formed in suf- 
ficient quantity, it flakes off and 
starts circulating through the en- 
gine water jacket. This rust acts 
as a layer of insulation around 
the compression chambers and 
prevents the proper transfer of 
heat from engine to coolant. As a 
result, engine temperatures rise to 
a higher-than-efficient level. This 
boosts oil consumption, accelerates 
engine wear, reduces power, and 
cuts into use of the octanes in the 
fuel mixture. Continued neglect of 
a rust-clogged cooling system re- 
sults frequently in warped, scored 
piston rings, valve seizure, and 
complete engine ruin. Experts say 
the Army’s recommendations can 
cut costs for civilian fleetmen, too. 
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operating

The board is subdivided vertically to represent each 
main terminal, and horizontally to represent the various 
status categories.

Informa- 
tion is written on both sides of the tags so the board 
can be read easily from either side.

Depreciation Reform=— 


Why Industry Needs 
A Modern Tax Policy 


A shockingly large proportion of our in- 
dustrial plant and equipment is obsolete. 
As indicated by an earlier editorial in this 
series, over $95 billion would have to be spent 
—and spent soon—to bring our industrial fa- 
cilities up to the best modern standards. Yet 
plans for 1959 call for little more than $30 
billion of actual spending—barely enough to 
make a start on this backlog of modernization. 

At the heart of the problem of obso- 
lescence is a federal tax policy that 
discourages business from replacing in- 
efficient facilities. It is the purpose of this 
editorial to spell out a tax reform Congress can 
make this year—with little cost in terms of tax 
revenue—that would go a long way toward re- 
moving the barrier to modernization of plant 
and equipment. This reform is a more realistic 
system of tax deductions for depreciation and 


obsolescence of productive facilities. 


A Barrier to Modernization 

Industry abounds with examples of old and 
obsolete facilities—despite large expenditures 
made in the past few years. Two-thirds of our 
metalworking equipment is over ten years old. 
Over half the capacity of our chemical process 
industries was installed before December 1950. 
Only a minor fraction of our railroad freight 
moves in new freight cars or the new push- 
button freight yards, 
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The tax law bears a large part of the re- 
sponsibility for this lag in modernization 
because of its important influence on busi- 
ness investment in plant and equipment. 
For many years the tax law has permitted as a 
deduction from income “a reasonable allow- 
ance” for wear and tear and obsolescence of 
productive facilities. These annual deductions 
affect business investment in several ways. 

@ They are the way a company recovers its in- 
vestment in plant and equipment. 

@ They determine in large measure, the 
amounts of money that are spent each year to re- 
place and modernize facilities. 

@ Furthermore, the schedule for depreciation 
often determines when a specific machine o1 
building is actually replaced. 

The law requires that depreciation deductions 
be spread over the “useful life” of a building 
or machine. But the periods of useful life 
for tax purposes today still depend heavily upon 
tables drawn up by the Treasury almost 20 years 
ago. These tables reflect the replacement prac- 
tices of depression years. Also, they were com- 
piled at a time when the pace of technological 
progress in industry was much slower than it 
is now. For nearly all types of equipment 
the indicated period of useful life is longer 
—sometimes much longer—than most ex- 
perts consider realistic at today’s rate of 
technological advance. 
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The result of these outmoded depreciation 
schedules is that the recovery of investment is 
dragged out, and the replacement of obsolete 


equipment is delayed. 


In The Right Direction 

Congress should establish, by law, the 
right to use shorter depreciation periods 
on productive equipment. It should do so 
in a way that would free industry from ob- 
solete concepts of the rate of technological 
change and would provide incentives to 
install new equipment and produce new 
products. 

The tax reform act of 1954 made some prog- 
ress in this direction—but not enough. It intro- 
duced new methods for calculating depreciation 

the declining balance and the sum-of-the-vears” 
digits—which enable a business to recover most 
of the investment in a new facility in the early 
years of its useful life. However, these new 
methods do not accomplish their desired pur- 
pose when the supposed “useful life” is still an 
unrealistically long period of years. 

Industry is by no means free from blame for 
the failure to br ing depreciation policy into line 
with the needs of a modern, growing economy. 
\ccording to Joel Barlow, president of the Tax 
Institute, “management has largely ignored the 
Commissioner's invitation . . . to come into the 
Internal Revenue Service office and make a case 
for shorter depreciable lives by establishing 
Lec hnologis al obsolescence.” 

The failure of many companies to see their 
own interest in more realistic depreciation not 
only holds them back from modernizing their 
own facilities but also lends support to the 
Treasury in its continued adherence to an out- 


dated policy. 


A Suggestion For Reform 


An excellent model for reform of the 


depreciation policy in our tax law is the 
system used successfully in Canada for a 
decade. In Canada, all productive equipment 
may be depreciated at relatively fast rates 
assigned to each of 14 broad categories. The 
Canadian system permits depreciation up to 


twice as fast as the antiquated tables of useful 


lives now followed in the U. S. It also gives the 
individual business far greater flexibility in de- 
termining depreciation schedules that fit its own 
needs and experience. 

For example, in the category or “bracket” 
covering general machinery a taxpayer in 
Canada may depreciate up to 20% of the ma- 
chine’s value annually, on a declining balance 
basis. In the U. S. the fastest rate at which many 
types of machinery can be depreciated is only 
10°.. In other categories, from tools and dies 
to buildings and pipelines, the Canadian system 
also allows faster depreciation and provides 
greater incentive to invest in new facilities. 

The cost of this reform in terms of lower tax 
revenue would be small—probably less than 
$500 million in the first year. And even this 
would merely be postponed, not permanently 
lost. Indeed, there is a very good prospect that 
tax revenue would not suffer at all. The increase 
in spending for new plant and equipment result- 
ing from this tax reform would mean an increase 
in wages and profits—and therefore in taxes—in 
industries that produce machinery and other 
capital goods. 

A realistic tax policy on depreciation 
would provide a badly needed incentive 
for industry to replace obsolete and ineffi- 
cient facilities with up-to-date plants and 
equipment. It would step up our rate of 
technical advance and economic progress. 
And it would put U.S. industry in better 
shape to meet the growing competition 
from other countries that have grasped the 
advantages of fully modern technology.

Now, in one of the most exten- 
sive highway safety studies yet, a 
new whipping boy appears to be 
emerging: the futuristic new auto- 
mobiles with wrap-around wind- 
shields and high-riding tail fins. 


|The safety report touched on a sensitive area... 


. in basic “Americanism.” This 
country’s founding fathers said in 
the beginning that a man’s home 
was his castle and the federals 
should keep their noses out. So, 
for the last 50 years, the govern- 
ment has carefully avoided med- 
dling with the private citizen’s 
automobile—the favorite symbol 
of the American way of life. 

Now, however, the bureaucratic 


hand is reaching out, taking a 
serious interest in the individual 
driver, his auto’s looks, how it 
performs, his right to drive. 

Its primary push is in the name 
of highway safety. This is a big 
thing now, with taxpayers pouring 
billions into new superhighways 
that are supposed to cut the high- 
37,000 lives and 
1.3-million injured annually.

These specific recommendations have been made... 


... to Congress in a recent report 
from the Commerce Department's 
Bureau of Public Roads: 

|. Establishment of a driver’s 
license clearing house to keep peo- 
ple who lose licenses in one state 
from getting them in others. 

2. To set up an inter-departmen- 
tal highway safety board to work 
with states, giving “leadership, 
guidance, coordination” of safety 
programs. 

In reading between the lines of 
this report you find the basic aim: 
the officials would like to set up 


national design standards on safe- 
ty: factors in autos and trucks. 
Why? Bureau of Public Roads ex 
perts see a lot of safety hazards 
in today’s designs. 

However, the report admits that 
auto makers have put many safety 
features into their product over 
the years. But the BPR officials 
note sharply that “changing 
the automobile design sometimes 
eliminates one hazard only to find 
a new one in its place. Easy driv- 
ing has not yet become a valid 
synonym for safe driving.” 


The report pointed to ‘danger areas" in design... 


in the new vehicles. In the 
low silhouette models, designers 
have lowered the vehicle’s center 
of gravity, improving stability and 
riding quality on curves. But this 
design change has resulted in cer- 
tain brake problems. The small 
14-in. wheels, says the report, re- 
duce the flow of cooling air around 
brake drums and cuts their effec- 
tiveness. 

And there are other criticisms. 
“The projectile-like components of 
the bumpers and the bumper 
euards of some cars are largely 
non-functional and present need- 
less hazards to pedestrians, as do 
some other embellishments, includ- 


ing projecting hood or fender or- 
naments” on the new vehicles. 

windshields 
have both good and bad safety 
features, according to the report. 


New wrap-around 


They do increase a driver's visi- 
bility; but in bad weather, the 
wipers fail to clean the end and 
central area of the windshields. 
The report goes on to say that at 
the time best vision is needed. 
blind spots may be as large or 
larger than old-style flat wind- 
shields. 

The report criticized several 
other design features, among them: 
high tail fins that cut the driver’s

Dodge goes diesel for 1960. On May 14, at the International 
Petroleum Exposition in Tulsa, Dodge will show the first tandem 
tractor of its 1960 models, powered with a Cummins NH-220 engine. 
This will be only one of four Cummins Engines available on 1960 
model Dodge trucks. Others will be the all-new C-175, NH-180 
and NH-195. The new diesel trucks will first become available 
this fall, with GVW's ranging from 27,000 to 53,000 lb, and GCW's

Experimental, low-frequency radio system would warn drivers of 
traffic conditions ahead and supplement roadside traffic signs 
on major expressways. Developed by GM Research Laboratories and 
Delco Radio Div., it involves an electro-magnetic induction sys- 
tem with a highly controlled signal detected only in the zone of 
the transmitter antenna. The receiver unit could be permanently 
installed, or drivers checking in at turnpike could have a rental 
unit plugged in. 
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The gas turbine comes another step closer to reality with 
Ford's latest development, the *704"—a 300-hp powerplant that 
weighs only one fourth as much as a comparable truck diesel—and 
rivals the diesel for fuel economy. Spokesmen say maximum fuel 
economy is attained ina range of 25% to 100% of power. On previous 
designs, fuel consumption rose sharply as power dropped below 
the 100% level. 

Meanwhile, at a Defense Dept. seminar, a top Chrysler Corp. 
engineer told military that gas turbines have now been developed 
to the point where they can be seriously considered as automotive 
powerplants. He said the last Chrysler turbine averaged 19 miles 
per gallon at 38 mph and 17 miles per gallon at 52 mph. He also 
said recent developments have given the turbine the endurance 
of a reciprocating engine, enabled cost reductions, and elim- 
inated the noise problem.

"Split" engine that cruises on four cylinders has been patent- 
ed by two Detroit inventors—one a former GM engineer, and the 
other still with GM.

From Washington, Al Adams reports: 


Teamster James R. Hoffa and his union are top targets of the 
Kennedy-Ervin Bill in Congress. One key provision is saved for 
them alone—the ban on "hot cargo" contracts. The “hot cargo” 
device—where a union secures agreement from an employer to co- 
operate against another employer the union is fighting—is not 
just a truck union device. But the Senate's Kennedy bill outlaws 
this tactic just in the transportation industry, a direct slap 
at Hoffa. 





It was passed overwhelmingly, after Florida Sen. Smathers told 
the Senate: "All of us are acquainted with the abuses of the 
Teamsters Union and the conduct of its president, Jimmy Hoffa. 
We know only too well of his attempt to gain a stranglehold on the 
economy. His attempts to achieve this goal must be thwarted." 
With that, the Senate banned "hot cargo" contracts in transpor- 
tation, including those already in existence. And, they turned 
the screws by barring the matter from labor negotiations. The 
final touch was to put "hot cargo" under the national labor rela- 
tions board's rules that it seek a mandatory injunction for 
violation. 





The Teamsters are firing back—but it's a flanking shot. They 
charge McClellan rackets investigator, Carmine Bellino, with 
attempting to thwart Teamster organizing efforts in the oil re- 
fineries. This came during affiliation moves between the Team- 
sters and an independent oil union at Bayway, N. J. The affidavit 
charges Bellino tried by "threat, intimidation, coercion and de- 
ceit®" to persuade the local president to break off Teamster affi- 
liation plans and join up with AFL-CIO. The local officer, John 
Coppa, accuses Bellino of coming to his hotel and "berating" him. 
Bellino, incidentally, is the Committee's certified public ac- 
countant whose investigation of Dave Beck's union books produced 
his conviction of illegal use of Teamster funds. 





You_can get six to five and take your pick on prospects for the 
Kennedy-Ervin Bill becoming law. Despite the 90-to-one vote for 
the bill in the Senate, House members aren't as stirred up. Too, 
the pressure will be on to toughen up the bill—which might make 
compromise with the Senate impossible. A third factor: House 
members are responsive to local union feeling and local leaders 
aren't demanding the curbs sought by their national officers. 





And there's counter pressure. Most union leaders want a bill to 
forestall tougher curbs in the states. And, this is the second 
time the Senate has pushed a reform bill on the House. Last year's 
Senate reform measure passed 88 to one. Never got out of the 
House. 





A Teamster sigh erupted after the Senate passed Kennedy-Ervin. 
Committee Chairman John L. McClellan says his group will fold 
up "this summer." He's discouraged because the bill isn't 
tougher, but notes that the Committee won't come up with any more 
startling revelations than those to date. So reform bill or no, 
he'll close up shop. For Teamster President Hoffa, who antici- 
pated a never-ending hearing with him the top target, this is a 
relief. He may be called back before the hearings close, but 
McClellan's word indicates no surprise.

the state of New Jersey by Allied 
Van Lines. Thomas S. Dignan, 
acting state civil defense director, 
announced that members of Allied 
Van, a large part of the moving 
and warehouse industry in New 
Jersey, have offered these sites to 
the State Division of Civil Defense 
to store its emergency or “pack- 
aged” hospitals.

man of the Round Table. 

The Round Table, an informal 
group which works out mutual 
problems, is a representative group 
of all agents who are members of 
Allied’s 27 companies.

: is $30,000. In addition to 
the 200 beds, each unit contains 
these facilities—operating rooms, 
an X-ray room with the most mod- 
er equipment, a pharmacy kitchen, 
a generator, a water storage tank, 
and a morgue. 

The Allied Van firms have 
agreed to transport the hospital 
units (once stored in warehouses 
that are approved by State and 
Federal officials) to disaster scenes 
with their own equipment when 
they are directed by Dignan. 
While in storage, each hospital 
remains completely crated for 
emergency movement.

NTARY 


FOR THE THIRD CONSECUTIVE YEAR, FLEET OWNER 
has been voted the National Safety Council’s Pub- 
lic Interest Award. Naturally, we take pride in this 
recognition. 

But as you may know, this is not a competitive 
award; NSC will make awards to as many publica- 
tions as it believes are deserving. So we were par- 
ticularly pleased to note how many awards were 
made to publications in the “motor vehicle” field: 
three to state association publications; five (includ- 
ing FLEET OWNER) to U. S. “private” publications; 
and two to Canadian publications. Ten out of a 
total of 44 specialized publications ranging from 
Coal Age to Nursing Outlook is a commendable 
record for the magazines in our field. We salute 
them all. 


Speaking of safety, | was delighted to see that 
the Connecticut legislature gave short shrift to a 
proposal that would have required 60-mph gover- 
nors on all vehicles registered in that state. That 
would have been an anti-safety measure of the most 
absurd type. 

Consider: You want to pass a car doing 50 mph. 
If you’re following at safe distance (five car 
lengths), you'd have to negotiate that 100 feet, 
plus the 20-foot length of the car being overtaken, 
plus another 100 feet before pulling back in, all at 
a relative speed of 10 mph. With no allowance for 
acceleration (and actually, you'd need 10 seconds 
or more in a governed car), it would take 15 sec- 
onds to go the 220 feet required for the passing 
maneuver. If, meantime, another car is approaching 
at 60 mph, your total “closing” speed is 120 mph 
or 176 fps. In other words, you need 2640 feet of 
open highway—half a mile—to pass safely. 

On most of the nation’s highways, you could 
easily have a nervous breakdown waiting for half 
a mile of “free” highway. So people would start 
taking chances and the death rate would zoom again 
(after dropping 4% in total, 7% per vehicle mile 
last year). But if you can execute the pass at 70 
mph, especially in a car with overdrive or an auto- 
matic with effective high-speed passing gear, you 


need only half that distance or less to pass safely 
assuming, of course, that road conditions will 
support 70 mph for the 14 mile. 

Incidentally, after attending the National Truck 
Lease System meeting in Palm Beach, I grabbed a 
week of vacation. My reason for mentioning it is 
that I ran into a situation calling for comment: 
With the season still in full swing, I couldn’t rent 
a car from one of the well known companies, had 
to get it from a local outfit. Figured I was lucky to 
get a nice, clean °59. Until the first time I tried 
to pass a car. Then, nothing. 


A look under the hood showed the reason. The 
car had an engine governor on it. Without a tach- 
ometer to check, I don’t know the rpm limit at 
which it was set, but it was low enough to prevent 
the downshift of the automatic transmission even 
with the accelerator floored at 30-35 mph. 

To be sure, there are governors on the market 
with the necessary cut-out or over-ride features 
(we described one on p 281 of the October 1957 
issue, as a matter of fact). 

I know there are competent people who disagree, 
but I feel that a governor lacking such features 
makes a vehicle a positive hazard on the road. And 
to put a driver in a governed vehicle without warn- 
ing and instruction is to put him in a death trap. 

Certainly it can give the rental and lease busi- 
ness a real black eye, if indulged in by even a 
handful of operators. In addition, it can give the 
vehicle manufacturers a black eye. I happened to 
be familiar with the make and model car I was 
driving: had I not been, it would have been easy 
to decide that the manufacturer had turned out a 
two-cylinder clunker. 

As a minimum, let’s see to it that no governed 
vehicle gets on the road without being positively 
identified to the driver as carrying a governor. 


Quote of the Month: “The subsidy is the last 
refuge of a bankrupt management. To grant a sub- 
sidy is to put a premium on inefficiency and obso- 
lescence. Once the subsidy principle is established, 
management no longer needs to think. Whatever 
happens they can just send the bill to the public 
treasury.” 

Sounds like some of the sniping you hear directed 
at trucks for rolling over public roads. But, accord- 
ing to The New York Times, it was “a Chicago 
railroad executive, commenting on the pleas of 
some Eastern roads for commuter subsidies.”
